WaAsHiXGToN, June 26.—Senator Ingalls 
qodey received a telegram from the governor 
of Kansas, saying that an incursion by Chey- 
ennes, similar to that of 1878, is apprehended, 
and thet great uneasiness prevails. The 
western part of Kansas has been rapidly set- 
tled up this season, and the new comers are 
in a very defenseless condition. Governor 
Martin, therefore, expressed an earnest de- 
pire thet the secretary of war should station 
froops on the southwestern border of the state, 
to guard egainstany attacks from the Indians, 
Seeretary Endicott being out of the city, Sen- 
stor Ingalls called on the president with his 
telegrem, and was assured that the matter has 
peen the subject of earnest consideration by 
the president and his cabinet, and. that 
gelive measures have been taken, both by the 
interior and war departments, to prevent, if 
postible, any outbreak of Indians and to re- 
prees it promptly, should one occur.

' 3860, in order to escape military service; neither 
was he srrested there in 1872 and released through 
the intercession of the American minister; neita- 
er did be ever start or edit a German paper in 
Racine, Wis., and ‘‘caused it to be interesting to 
the Austrian emperor,’’ as you express it. fhe 
facts in the case are these: Charles Jonas was a 
stuceutin the university at Prague during the 
riots of 1848, and his patriotic behavior through- 
Gut that eventiul year, brought upon him the 
strong arm of absolutism, to avoid which he 
Was compelled to fly the country. When he 
returned te Bohemia on a fvisit. he was not in 
the Jeast molested. At present, and for years past, 
Jones has been proprietor and editor of a Bohe- 
goien paper, the Slavie, in Racine, Wisconsin.

PRESTAN’S SINGLE GUN,

New York, June 26.—J."E. Secord, a con= 


ductor of the Panama railway, has arrived in

The gun was placed on 
the end ofa pier after Prestan had arrested 
Consul Wright and other Americans. Captain 
Kane, ofthe Galena, was then warned thatif 
be ekempted to land any of his crew 
the gun would be fired at his boats, and the 
Americans under arrest would be killed. When 
Prestan retreated, his men threw the gun, 
which was the only one he possessed, iato a 
ditch, where it was found by Conductor Se- 
cord.

Syivanra, Ga., June 26.—[Special.]— For 
the first time in twenty-five years, the people 
of Screven county congregated together. in 
Sylvania today to witness the execution of a 
condemned criminal. About 8 o’clock the 
crowd commenced assembling, and from then 
until 11 o’clock horses, buggies, wagons and | 
pedestrians literally poured into town. Young 
mep,etrong and gay, old men with bowad / 
heads and tottering knee, little children, 
laughing and. playing, ladies with anxious | 
and determined faces, and negroes by scores 
and by hundreds, all hurried onward to wit- 
ness the dread scene of deate. 

A TALK WITH THE MURDERER. '

the soul of Bob McCoy was in eternity. At 
the end of nine minutes, Dr. Douglas pro- 
nounced him dead, his pulse having ceased to 
beat.

THE STORY OF THE KILLING. 


Mr.James Miller, the unfortunate young 
men who fell a victim of this negro, 
was a constable in the 80th district G. M., 


said that he was a true and brave man. 
Simetime previous to the killing, the deceased 
arrested McCoy upon a warrant which had 
been placed in hia hands, but by some meang

murdered man drove up to the store of Mr. 
Hesrd at No. 614 Central railroad, and hitch- 
ing his mule wentin. After talking for some 
minutes with Mr. Newton, the clerk, and two 
other gentleman, he walked out of the front 
decor and sround towards the back ofthe 
store. Ina very shorttime Mr. Newton heard 
two heavy blows and a groan which issued 
from the back of the house. 

THE MURDER DISCOVERED. 
Hurrying there he found Miller stretched 
prostrate on the ground, the blood rapidly 
flowing from two ugly wounds in the hea jand 
McCoy taking his exit as fast as his legs could 
carry him, about forty yardsaway. Mr. New- 
ton called for him to ‘‘halt” and shot at him 
twice, but neither shot took effect. A piece of 
whitepine board was found by theside of the 
wounded man covered with blood, and this was 
introduced in evidence as the weapon of 
death. Dr. A. H. Mathews was sent for, and 
did all in his power te alleviate the sufferings 
of the stricken one, who expired before day- 
light the next morning. Dr. Mathews swore 
in the trial that the blow across the temple, 
which crushed in the skull, must of necessity 
bsve been dealt from behind, and that the 
other must have been struck by a person 
standind over the deceased while he was lay- 
ing on the ground, that the board in evidence 
could have produced the wounds, and was 4 
weapon likely to produce death. Miller, when 
killed, had a pistol upon his person, and when 
he was sewied nko the store after being struck, 
this pistol was found in its usual place, show- 
ing that he was unaware of his danger until 
too late to defend himself. 

THE MURDERER CAUGHT. 

The murderer was caught the next day at 
Lorette, and admitted striking Miller, but said 
he didn’t know he had killed him, and that he 
didn’t intend to doit. Being forced by the 
threats of those who had him in charge, he 
implicated another negro, Sam Moflitt, saying 
that Sam told him todo it. This, however, he 
has subsequently denied most persistently, 
end after having staid in jail for six month, 
Sem was discharged, there not being sufficient 
evidence before the grand jury to warrant the 
finding of a true-bill. The captured McOoy; 
was, it is said, to have been hung by the in- 
dignant crowd just after Mr. Miller was buried, 
but Sheriff R. f. Mills appeared upon the 
scene and succeeded in getting him in charge, 
and bringing him to Sylvania lodged him 
safely in jail. a 

McCoy bad served a term in the penitentia- 
ry of South Carolina before he came here.

HORSE THIEVES HANGBD. 


Eight Murd erous Wretches Lynched by the 
Citizens. 

GAINESVILLE, Tex., June 26.—Information 
bas reached bere of another hanging of horse 
thieves in lgdian territory, they being part of 
the ssme gang with those that were hanged 
sbout two weeks ago. Some officers from Bar: 
lington with a posse of citizens and officers 
from the Indian territory, determined to rid 
themselves of these horse thieves, whose dep- 
redations have been greater and more daring 
during the last spring and summer than ever 
before. ‘The thefts were wholesale, and the 
gang was murderous and defiant, like the 
Lee gang. When three of them were over- 
taken and hanged a few days ago, the citizens 
determined not to stop until the work was 
completed, and from the latest advices it 
would geem that this policy had been carried 
out. The officers and a posse 
of citizens continued on the trail, 
and overtook eight men of the gang 
on the Wichita river, all of whom were hung. 
Continuing their search the officers found 
four more of the gang on Mud creek, who 
suffered the same fate. The names of themen

| THE WORLD ABROAD. 


THE DEVELOPMENT OF SALIS- 
BURY’'S CABINET. 


The Premier Warned About Gis Irish Policy—Pra- 
parations for the General Election— The Spread 
of the Cholerain Spein—France Prepar- 
ing fora General Blection, Etc, 


Loxpoy, June 26.—The marquis of Salis- 
bury has telegraphed General Lord Wolseley 
in Egypt that he is in fall sympathy with his 
views regarding the withdrawal of British 
troops from the Soudan. The marquis adds, 
however, that the government is unable for 
various reasons to continue the expedition. 

The Times, in an editorial, says the govern- 
ment ought to stoutly resist Parnell’s motion 
to inquire into the Maamtrasna and Burba- 
ville cases. Ifthey favor the motion it will 
weaken and discredit their own executive and 
enormously increase the difficulty of govern- 
ing Ireland without a coercion policy. They 
are already, it declares, incurring great re- 
sponsibility. 

M. Waddington, the French ambassador, 
has notified the marquis of Salisbury that 
France, without waiting for the ratification of 
the treaty of peace with China (which was 
signed on the 9th of June) has issued orders 
to all French commanders to raise the block- 
ade of the Chinese ports, and to cease search- 
ing vessels on the high seas, and that trade 
may be resumed onthe same conditions as 
betore the war. 

RUSSIAN RELATIONS. 

The Jourpal de St. Petersburg, in an edit- 
orial, expresses respect and sympathy for 
Gladetone. Referring to the new British cab- 
inet, the Journa! says: 

‘“‘The conseryatives have the good sense to 
consider the necessities of the situation. The 
marquis of Salisbury succeeds to the position 
already taken by Gladstone. The pata to tol- 
low is broadly marked by the natural move- 
ment of history. The sense of responsibility 
and knowledge of Europe possessed by the 
marquis of Salisbury will. mould his acts 
according to the prevailing needs of the time 
and the respective positions of the several 
aes ame and he will determine the relations 

etween them on these grounds. Russia, with 
respect toher own interests in view of her 
conciliatory policy, regards with calmness the 
accession of the new ministry.” 

The London correspondent of the Cologne 
Kolnische Zeitung writes that he has authori- 
ty for the statement that Baron De Staal, Rus- 
sian ambassador at London, is not instruct- 
ed to ask the marquis of Salisbury to explain 
his recent utterances in the house of lords 
concerning Russia. Russia prefers to pass the 
incident in silence. 

The queen has bestowed the order of St. 
Michael and St. George upon Sir Edward Ma- 
let, British ambassador at Berlin, and upon 
Hon. Lionel Sackville West, British minister 
at Washivgton. 

Baron Henry De Worms has _ been appoint- 
ed secretary of the board of trade,not William 
L. Jackson, M. P., as was stated last even- 


ing. 

The admiralty has ordered a quantity of 
torpedoes, known as Ericsson destroyers. 
The Post says it is authorized to deny the 
report that Lord Salisbury telegraphed to 
LordjWolseley thatthe was in full sympathy 
with the latter’s views regarding the with- 
drawal frem Egypt, thatthe government was 
unable/o continue the expedition.

SENATOR BROWN’S REMARKS. 

Senator Joseph E. Brown delivered an ad- 
dress to the class betore presenting the diplo- 
mes. He-said: t 

Young Ladies: This isa beautiful exhibition. 
Itis the result of the training in the public 
schools of Atlanta. What citizen is not proud of 
these achools? [Appiause.] Who does 
not consider it a privilege to 
contribute his part to the support of these schools 
as the greatest pride of the city? Our common 
schools are among the best in the union. It 
should be the desire of every onein a republic like 
ours to see a good system of public schools not 
only in our cities but in the statesalso. Learn- 
ing im the past was generally the privilege of roy. 
alty of their children, of the nobility snd the 
wealthy. The humbler and the pose classes were 
not allowed such privileges. This is not so in our 
country. it has generally been so in monarchies, 
but in the last few years the crowned heads of 
Europe have discovered their mistake. 

Napoleon the First rose and startled all Europe 
with the brilliancy of bis achievements and the 
audacity of his designs. He lighted the whole 
hemisphere as with a meteoric splendor. Among 
his other conquests was that of Prussia, 
He almost round her into the 
dust. The ng fied before him 
and the nobles were scattered. After the close of 
the war the king called a council of prominent 
men to determine what should be done to repair 
the waste. They offered various advice until he 
reached the teachers who said ‘‘Sire, educate the 
whole mats of your peopie, so that you can use 
their entire intellect.’’ The king was struck with 
this advice and founded thegrand Purssian sys- 
tem Of education. Education was carried 
higher and higher in Purssia, It 
was extended to the entire people 
and whenevera boy Was found with a bright 
mind and a turn toward any department of aci- 
ence or industry, he was educated es y for 
that. One was thus made a great chemist, another 
was fiited for military leadership, and so on. 

1 referred to the invasion of Napoleon and his 
overthrow of Prussia, How strangely the fates 
work out destiny! France went along in 
her old way and did not educate 
the masses of her people while Prussia was draw- 
ing on her entire mental resources. A little more 
than halia century after Napoleon invaded Prus- 
sia another Napoleon keld sway in France and 
the two countries went n to war. There was 
no braver army than the French. They were more 
pumerous than their enemy, and-yet they were 
disastrously defeated and the Prussians invaded 
e French had invaded Prussia. 

Beeasuse Prusssa had educated her people 
and France bad net. Prussia had a man trained 
and ready ferevery duty, King William drew his 
resources fram the entire mass of bis while 
Napoleon drew only om the @ f 
nobles of France. common
